The Langtry Scandal. 

A Boston special to the Cincinnati 
News, dated the 11th inst, says: Rumors 
were current about the city yesterday that 
the entire story of the difficulty, w hich 
has arisen since Mrs. Langtry and Mrs. 
Labouchere came to this country, had not 
been told even in the frank statement 
just made by Henrietta. The substance 
of these rumors was that when Mrs. Lang- 
try left London one of her ardent admirers. 
Sir Georae ChetwynU, ezcibed tlte indig- 
nation orhisfeoeilt bride by dedaring his 
intention to follow the Lily to America; 
that it was in consequence of tetters writ 
ten to American friends by the rash youn 
Baronet's wife, tl>at Mrs. Landry an 
Mrs. Labouchere were not received into 
society upon their arrival in New York ; 
that after she came to New York, Mrs. 
Langtry received assiduous attention from 
a number of New York gentlemen, among 
them being Mr. Frederick Gebhardt, who 
was presented to her by Oscar Wilde; 
that Mr. Gebhardt lavished upon Mrs. 
Langtry valuable presents: that Mrs. 
Labouchere's wrath was aroused when 
Mrs. Langtry consented to sup at the 
Brunswick with Mr. Gebhardt alone after 
the If^AVi where the waiters put upon them 
the indignity of refusing to serve their 
supper in a private room, that Mr. Geb- 
hardt in some way had heard of Sir George 
Chetwynd's proposed plan of visiting 
America, and one day at tlie Union Club 
in New York wrote a telegram to Mra. 
Langtry in Boston, urging her to caMc Sir 
George not to come out, and stating certain 
further intentions of bis, and that it was 
in consequence of all these occurrences, in 
addition to those leferred to by Airs. 
Labouchere, that the separation between 
the two ladies took place.

" It was signed *A £.' and dated from 
Marlborough House. Mrs. Langtry, bow- 
ever did not receive the attention which 
either she or the illustrous writer antici- 
pated, for within a few days of her arrival 
another missive was received from Lady 
Hastings, to the^ effect that. Sir George 
Chetwyn had been guilty of some escapade 
in w hich Mrs. Langtry's name was asso- 
ciated, and begging the lady to whom it 
was sent not to receive her. The asser- 
tion it contained was of so specific charac- 
ter that Mrs. Langtry did not secure the 
social distinction she had hoped to obtain. 
In fact, Mrs. Langtrv basnot oeen received 
in tbe highest social circles of New York 
since her arrival in this country. 

" The attentions of Gebhardt and the 
manner with which they were received 
naturally j^ave color to the contents of 
Lady Hastings' letter. Hence the pecu- 
liar position of Mrs. L ilxduhere, who, as 
Mrs. Langtry 'ti friend, did not feel at liber- 
ty to accept Invitations, in which Mrs. 
L in;rtry was not included, but was com- 
pelled to remain silent until silence ceased 
to be a virtue. She therefore protested 
against Mr. Gcbhardt's persistent intoler- 
ance, and the consequence was a 
severance of Mrs. Labouchere and 
Mrs. Langtry. This I believe to be 
tlie true reason for the rupture— a reason 
which Mrs. Labouchere has been i)reven- 
ted from publicly explaining, but which is 
well understood and appreciated in up- 
town circles. So far as Mr. Charles A. 
Mendruro's explanation on Mrs. Langtry's 
behalf is concerned, it amounts to nothing 
I merely look upon it as an advertisement. 
As for Mr. Freadle Gebhardt, I don't sup- 
pose it will affect him much either way. 
He is a club man, and I imagine he can 
stand this sort of a thing about as well as 
anyone. He will not lose any social pree- 
tiffe, because he does not go into society.
